TtACHERS IN CAMBODIA. 

A Spiritual llofiil Between Them and 
Their l’U|>tl». 

All children who present them sclvesat 
the veat for study are received. It is 
not ever required that their parent:- 
bring them or send them, says Popular 
Science Monthly. The newoomer 
chooses his professor, and, if accepted, 
begins at once to study under hisdirec- 
tiun, installs himself in his ceil or in 
tiie school hull. and becomes his servant. 
If the professor has already too many 
pupils, he refuses the new pu- 
pil and advises him to choose another 
teacher; sometimes he guides his choice, 
directing him to a master who has fpw 
or no pupils, or takes him to the su 
perior w ho w ill select a teacher for him. 
The choice of a professor is always a 
gra\e affair, because it is bold in Cam- 
bodia, as in all Buddhist and Brahmatie 
countries, that professor and pupil arc 
bound by strong ties of spiritual af- 
finity, and that tire pupil ought to re- 
sjiect his master as he does his fa’her 
and mother. The law inflicts the same 
penalty tqion an offense of the pupil 
against his master as an offense by a 
son against his father and mother nnd 
it prescribes that in certain cases the 
pupil may be heir of his professor w hen 
he has eared for him or supported him 
or served him when studying under liis 
direction; not only a family bond hut 
a religious bond, too, is establisbeJ be- 
tween them, for the professor makes it 
bis business to teach his pupil t lie course 
by which he may earn more advanta- 
geous reincarnation and reach the Nir- 
vana, and becomes his spiritual guide 



THEY SPIN BY HAND. 



Old-Fashtonc.l Block Inlanders Still Send 
Their Wool Into Connecticut. 

The hum of the spinning w heel is still 
a familiar sound in Block Island, al 
(luaiut iind interesting resort in sum- 
mer and a miniature world in winter, 
in which tbe habits and customs arc 
those of 150 years ago. The island is 15 
miles off liie Rhode Island shore and 
almost directly south of storm} - Point 
Judith, says the New York Herald. 

The heads of 00 Htock Island families 
set sail ir fishing boats the other day 
and pushed up tire Thames river to Oak- 
dale, where they left heaps of wool To 
lie carded into rolls for hand spinning. 
The rolls will be spun nnd knitted into 
stockings and mittens for the protec- 
tion of the hardy islanders against the 
bleak winter winds of the Atlantic. 

There are times during tiie winter 
when the wind sweeps across the tree- 
less land at a velocity of 8-1 miles an 
hour, and women take their lives In 
their Imnds when they venture out of 
doors. The isolation of tiie island is 
almost complete. 

John Schofield established the first 
woollen mill in Connecticut near Oak- 
dale, where the carding was done by 
power cards. In 1 70S the Block Island- 
ers began to send wool to the mill to be 
carded into roils, and generatilon after 
generation have kept up the practice. 
Formerly many Lapps of grain accom- 
panied tiie wool, and grist and woollen 
mills were kept- running day and night, 
while the fishermen and fanners en- 
joyed -themselves in the quiet Connecti- 
cut village until the work was done. 



^ -.tar Parti to Be Regarded by Those 
Who Eat Them. 

“There is no danger in eating soft- 
shelled crabs," observed an epicure, “if 
they are fresh, but they are poison if 
they are not. They should be well sea- 
soned, and an extra lot of pepjier put 
on them as a precaution, especially if 
the weather is very hot when they are 
eaten, or if they are eaten shortly be- 
fore one retires. It is the habit of many 
persons to eat soft-shelled enrbs at 
uight time. I do not know but that they 
taste better then. It is somewhat dan- 
gerous to many to drink milk after eat- 
ing crabs. Milk seems to develop the 
colic that follows eating soft-shelled 
crabs with some persons. 

“Another thing that should be re- 
membered, and that is that a sharp 
thunderstorm will kill soft-sheiield 
crabs, and even the hard-shelled crabs 
at times. Unless the soft-shelled cra.li 
had been cooked before the thunder- 
storm, I think the safer plan would be 
to decline to eat it. Under ail other 
conditions there is no danger In partak- 
ing of them, for I do not think anyone 
would be criminal enough to cook a 
dead crab, hard or soft shell. The 
proper way to kill a crab is to throw 
him into a kettle of boiling water. I 
know that some people think this is 
cruel, but It is no more cruel than to 
st rdi them with a needle or kill them 
with chloroform, as T have known some 
extra sensitive persons to do."

PASSING OF THE FAKE AUCTION 



Methods Employed In the Manufacture of 
Toy Terriers. 

There is an era of tiny dogs in Eng- 
lish society. The more diminutive a 
parcel of canine flesh that you can pos- 
sess the more are you n swell, says the 
Toledo Blade. But, alas! How many 
feminine readers who delight in th-* 
miniature doggies know that they are 
an artificial product. 

There is in London an establishment 
devoted entirely to the stunting of the 
animals. The proprietor is an ex- 
breeder of fighting dogs, but he now 
finds more profit in rearing the lilipti- 
tian canines, for which Ite has a wide 
reputation. Ife does not claim to be the 
originator of the process, for he says 
that ail dog men know of the dwarfing 
powers of alcohol, but he asserts t hat ho 
is the only man in London to adopt the 
principle s,v stematically. 

His method is as follows: The pup 

destined to be stunted is taken from its 
mother when a few hours old and when 
it begins to whine for sustenance it is 
frd with a warrri decoction of gin nnd 
water. Deprived of milk, Art takes to 
’his readily. When it resettles a certain 
age. alcohol in various forms constitutes 
the. animal’s sole diet. The pujis do not 
die nor do they develop. They soon 
cease to grow at all. After a genera- 
tion or two of mating tbe much-prized 
iiliputian canine is obtained.

HERE'S A COOL HOUSE. 



We Mny Soou He Able to Carry Gallons 
of Coffee. 

In the forward march of science, na- 
ture's met liods arc being closely imitated 
in the laboratories of the synthetical 
chemist who has already been abb? to 
make an artificial quinine which con- 
tains most of tiie therapeutical proper- 
ties of the rial article. Two Herman 
chemists working in Berlin have just 
produced an artificially prepared caf- 
feine, the alkaloid to which both tea 
and coffee owe their refreshing stimu- 
lating and analgesic properties. 

As may be readily imagined, says the 
Cincinnati Enquirer, the process by 
which this has been_done is exceedingly 
elaborate and costly, but the discover- 
ers are not without hope that they vill 
be able to simplify nnd chea]>en it so as 
to bring it within the region of practical 
economics, as lias been done with many 
of the coal-tar preparations which, 
though now exceedingly cheap, were 
very expensive when first produced. 

Should the anticipations of these two 
gentlemen lie realized a cup of ten or 
coffee will resolve itself into a question 
of minute pellets; one of the alkaloid, 
one of saccharine, and one of a highly 
concentrated milk, which will only 
need to lie put into a cup of boiling 
water to lie t.n efficient- substitute for 
the real article. 



A German Inventor Conceive* a Scheme 
to At-cp You Comfortable iu Summer. 

The house of the water tubes is the 
remarkable building freak of a German 
inventor, who claims that lie lias solve*' 
the problem of a constant tcni|>erat uri 
that may be regulated at-will, and inei 
dentally secured a structure that com 
bines the elements of strength, com fori 
ani beauty. 

lie first pot up a skeleton of his 
house. the frame for walls and floor 
being of water tubing, connected with 
n pumping and boiler system in Hit 
basement. Around this skeleton, says 
1 lie New York Journal, he put tip his 
house in the ordinary way. The tubes 
were within tiie walls and between the 
floors anil ceilings. In the summer 
time this tubing is connected with the 
regular water supply, anil a steady 
stream flows through tiie pipes in the 
walls and under tiie floors, circulating 
under pressure, absorbing tbe heat of 
the walls and floors as it flows. Dur- 
ing tiie long anil severe winter the tub- 
ing is connected with the lioiler. and 
water heated to 100 degrees forced 
through the circuit of pi]>os. Tiie wa- 
ter at the outlet is found to have de- 
creased to -10 degrees, the remaining CO 
degrees having been distributed 
throughout the house. The speed of 
tiie circulation of water can be regu- 
lated so as to allow the fixing and main- 
tenance of a certain temperature 
througiioiit the building.

A musical instrument dealer tells a 
good story at the expense of a musical- 
ly-inclined and wealthy resident of tbi 
little Missouri town of Hermann, says 
the St. Louis Globe- Democrat. Some 
time ago he wanted a fine zither and 
searched the local market for one that 
would suit him. The time he spent was 
of sufficient value to pay for an or- 
dinary instrument, and yet he did not 
succeed in getting anything that quite 
satisfied him. Confident that there was 
nothing in this country that would an- 
swer, he wrote to European dealers, 
and finally ordered one that he thought 
would go ahead of anything ever seen 
in this section. 

His friends were all posted and await- 
ed the arrival of the instrument in 
anxious expectancy. It came a few 
days ago, and the package was careful- 
ly opened in the presence of lialf a dozen 
admiring friends. The zither was j 
beauty, there was no mistaking that, 
but on a closer examination there was 
the maker’s stamp indelibly placed on 
the frame, an'd it read: “Washington, 

Mo.. U. S. A.,” a neighboring town of 
Hermann. The gentleman might have 
saved $50, in addition to the express 
and import charges, and have avoided 
ail the waiting which he had to en- 
dure. But he would never have been 
satisfied. 

Tiie zither is an expensive instrument 
and difficult to manufacture, being very 
delicate and requiring the best of ma- 
terial and roost skillful of workmen, 
but dealers say it is a fact that the man- 
ufacturers of this country make the 
best ones placed on the market. Tbo-e 
are but three factories in this country, 
one in this state and two in the east. 
Their instruments are largely sold in 
Europe, some of them witiiout being 
branded, and then sent bock to this 
country at prices 100 per cent, above 
what they should be. The ocean trips 
may improve them, but the Hermann 
gentleman cannot see just where it 
nones .

The advance in the price of shoes 
and leather goods announced for Eh 
opening of the winter season is the 
work of half a dozen syndicates co- 
operating with each other against 
the public. 

Among those connected with this 
new conspiracy against fair trade are 
mentioned the United States Leath- 
er Trust, the Milwaukee oil-grain 
combination and the syndicated 
manufacturers controlling lasts and 
thread and even the boxes in which 
shoes are shipped. Tbe advance al- 
ready made in their prices is put at 
15 per cent, and in the same connec- 
tion a 40 per cent advance is an- 
nounced in hides. 

This latter advance explains all 
the rest, for it shows the bands of 
the Armours and the Chicago dress- 
ed beef monopoly. 

For ten years under free trade in 
hides American consumers got shoes 
of home make as good and almost if 
not quite as cheap as they could 
have been made anywhere in the 
world. In the last few years, how- 
ever, the Dressed Beef Trust has not 
only controlled the American meat 
supply, but controlling the home 
product of hides, it is able to domi- 
nate the market iu spite of foreign 
competition. 

Ten years ago this would not have 
been thought possible, but ten years 
ago the people of this country did 
not think it possible that three or 
four men in Chicago would be able 
to organize a conspiracy with a 
hundred millions capital and take 
absolute control of the cattle trade 
of the United States. 

We have learned a good deal in 
the last ten years. Perhaps in the 
next ten we shall learn enough to 
find a way of enforcing the conspir- 
acy laws and re-establishing fair 
trade throughout the country. — N. Y. 
World.

PAPER HORSESHOES. 



A peculiar invention purporting to 
have been brought forward some time 
since in Berlin seems to have proved a 
reality, namely, the manufacture of 
horseshoes of paper, impregnant with 
oil or turpentii e to make it waterproof, 
the process being described as follows: 

After lieing thus saturated it is glued 
together in thin layers, with a cement 
which does not become brittle when 
drying, being a mixture of Venetian tur- 
pentine, powdered chalk, linseed oil and 
laquer, the holes, admitting the nails by 
which the shoe is fastened to the hoof, 
are stamped through the paper when 
moist. The. article is then subjected to a 
very strong pressure under a hydraulic 
press, and, when dry, can be filed and 
planed to fit the foot snugly. 

A variation in this maufacture is that 
of producing horseshoes of paper pulp, 
adding chalk, sand, turpentine and lin- 
seed oil in such quantities that the ma- 
terial is impermeable to moisture. 'This 
composition is said to possess not only 
the necessary elasticity and tobghness 
for such a purpose, but it can readily be 
pressed in molds aud dried afterward, or 
cut out of blocks of the mass and placed 
under strong pressure. But the shoes 
made by pasting together paper sheets 
are said to be stronger than those made 
of tlie compressed material. The par- 
ticular advantage named for shoes of 
this description ia the preventing of the 
horse slipping on slippery roads.— Ex- 
change.
